HISTORY'S MOST PASMIUS WUSINESS LETTER 


For, ultimately, the Zamorin called for 
his iron pen and wrote with heavy strokes, 
on a palm feaf, the following note for 
Gamia's delivery to the King of Portugal; 

“Vasco da Gama, a gentleman of your 
household, come to my cOMnITy, whereat 
[ was plensed, My country is rich in 
cthmamon, cloves, ginger, pepper, ard 
precious stones. “That which | ask you in 
exchinge is gold, silver, corals, and secret 
cloth,” 

After Gama’s return a Venetian chrom 
cer wrote: “When this. news reached 
Venice the whole city. felt it greatly and 
remained stupefied, and the wisest held it 


as the worst news that hid ever arrived,” 


Well they might; from that time forth 
shipping filtered slowly cat of the Medi- 
terranean into the Atlantic, 

The Sultan of Egypt, who had fattened 
an impart and éxpert levies tpean Sucz- 
routed trade with Venice, was panic- 
atricken, He oflered Venetian wood 


shipped ta Catro, camels carried tt across’ 


the Isthoms, and he started bhulding a 
futile womwlen fleet to attack the Portu- 
ruece when they should visit India: ayriim.

Apain Gama pressed northward, 
passing the Cape of Currents

His first encounter with this new world

lo this friendly port the sailors were at- 
tacked by scurvy, deaclly enemy of mari- 
time explorers until Captain James Cook 
solver the problem of its prevention.* 

Barros, known as the Portuguese Tivy, 
describes the affliction vividly, if not pleas- 
anthy; “So great (was-the) ‘prawth af the 
Aesh of their yums, that it would hardly 
be contained in the men’s mouths, and as 
it grew it rotted, and they cut into it like 
into dead flesh; a very pitiable thing to 

"Paulo: da Gama ministered to the sick 
day and might, emptying his private medi- 
cine chest ta treat the sufferers. 

Many were still sick when they made 
their next port, Mozambique, but there 
they were overjoyed by evidences of the 
niches abencd. 

First there were the Mohammedan mer- 
chants, attired in “fine linen or cotton 
stuffs, with variously colored stripes and 
of rich and elaborate workmanships. They 
all weer toticas (cups) with borders of 
suk embroidered in gold.” 

Even more impressive were four Arab 
vessels Iving in the harbor, vessels “laden 
with gold, silver, cloves, pepper, ginger, 
and silver rings, as algo with quantities of 
pearls, jewels, andl rubies,” 

At Mozambique Gama engaged two 
pilots and tock aboard four half-castes; 
bat when he srrived at Mombasa the

pilots, having learned that their employers 
were “dogs of Christians,” tried to escape. 

The King of Mominsa sent the ex- 
plorer a-sheep, oranges aml lemons, sugar 
cane, aml & ring, and when Gama ctlis- 
patched emissaries ashore they were ¢5- 
corted through four doors, each guarded 
iy a stalwart negro with a drawn cutlass, 
sufely to the presence of the ruler. 

Alter their reception they were:-shown 
urdund the village, where they met two 
merchants whom they took for Christians 
because of pictures they dispinved, which 
Sppeares to represent the Iloly Ghost, 
sketches probably portrayed the 
Hinde pigcon pod and poxldess, 

Two days later (ama's suspicious were 
aroused by the maneuvers af a boathoul 
of “Moors.” “Moors,” incidentally, was 
the destenation used incall the chronicles 
for all nonnatives, both im Afries and 
India. They were Moslems, mnstly from 
Araiia, many of them were of mixed 
blood, and the Swahili language of Enst 
African to-day possesses a large allmixture 
of Arabic,

captive could shed light on their purpose, 
to he “questioned” two of them “by drop-

Neither procedtire proved profitable: sn 
Gama, being ready to depart, sent a point 
hiink request to the Zamorin fer certain 
specified gifts for his king, Diogu Dias, 
his emissary, brought back no presents 
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bot a inll—a bil for the equivalent of 
about $1,000 for custom duties on poods 
fared, with the warning that it must be 
qciel before the ships could sail-away, 

‘fo compel pryment the Zamorin’s zea!- 
ws agents threw a guard around the 
warehouse where Portuguese goods were 
stored and held Gama’s steward, clerk, 
and a number of sailurs as hostares, 


PREeONERS GO ON “HUNGER STRIKE” 


The explorer retaliated by setzing 18

He started a his second voyage in 
roc. UT Malabar he came upon an Aral 
dhow carrying pilgrims to Mecca. He 
set the ship afire and either killed or 
burned alive everyone on board except 20 
children, ‘This seemed a perfectly natural 
procedure to hts cas oraties, tine 
chronicler, who frequently waxes very 
pious, writes of this stteeg 

“We tock a Mecca ship, on board of 
which were 380 men and women anil 
children, and we took from it fully 12,000 
ucats, with goods worth at least another 
19,000, And we burned the ship and all 
the people on board with guopowder, on 
the first day of October,” 

The commander remarked that “he who 
spares his enemy ilies at his hans,” and 
ordered that the children who were saved! 
lie male Christians. 

After the ships were set afire some of 
the Arahs jumped into the sea, and of one 
of them Correa rekites, in his quaint fash. 
ion, that “a Moor who wis swimming 
ford a lance floating in the water and 
took tt. and misting himself in the water 
as much as he could, hurled the lance into 
a boat, and with it transfixed a sailor and 
kitted him; and, as this seemed to me a 
eteat thing, | have written it.”

When the fleet arrived at Calicut the 
famorin sotght to placate the Portuguese.

places, set up warehouses and left agents ;

which he had hlaxed the way. 


AN EARLY “BIG NAVY” ADVOCATE 


In 1805 Francisco de Almeida was dis- 
patched asthe first Viceroy of India, That 
great admiral saw dt once that the vast 


extent oft Gamma’s discoveries constituted a 





akniess. Pe urged his king to annex 
no possessions and to bull no fertifica- 
Hons except bo protect trading pests, anil 
atvived that the navy be developed ta the 
utmest tO protect the extensive new trie, 

After Almetla’s gallant battles with the 
strangely matcher!) Acets of Egeypt and 
Isham made the sea safer for Europeans, 
Affonse Alboquerque went ot to plant 
his country's in such strategic spots 
as Gow, Malacen, Ormuz, and Aden. 
Hitherto Portugn! had not claimed a 
square foot of the territories Coma tid 
thiscavered. 

During the siege of Goa, Alboqiuerque’s 
ships were canele in a dead enim, and he 
could neither attack por retreat to fe- 
plenish his ‘supplies, Pood ran short or 
went sour in the blistering heat. The 
Shah of Cea, suspecting this. condition, 
sent ont a hontlond of stpplies ander a 
flag of truce; whereupon Alboquerque 
staged a phantom hanquet. ‘The spies saw 
Portuguese tolling alwut taliles laden with 
choicest fools, apparently surteited by a 
heavy meal. 

These viands were about all the food cm 
bear They had been hoarided for the 
sick, and after the spies’ departure they 
were gathered up intact, before the yearn- 
ing cves and watering mouths of the half- 
starved crew, to be conserved for the 
dhrest emergency: 

Alboquerdie's career abounds in bizarre 
and herote deeds, ot his fame rests mpon 
ageneralsinp and statesmanship that made 
Portugal's East Indian empire real and 
eC. 

However, his administration had the 
viilnetable point of all dictatorships—the 
great Albouuerdqie left tw SHCOESSOT, For 
ten years after his death, in 1515, India 
suffered from graft, misrule, anid preda- 
tory fortune hunters. King Manoel hail 
died, After his second vovage [om 
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Cut of stghe of land quickly proved 
lomself the hery, dictatornnl leader of a 
quarter of a century past. One day while 
lus ships were becalmed they suddenly 
becan to toss alsout ane 
terror-stricken, 

The feure who had quelled mutiny m 
to proclaim, “Have 
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governor for irrecularities in his accounts, 
and that official's influential brother be- 
sought clemency, porting out that the 
acctaed hal not sold any of the king's 

forts, as others had done, ‘The viceroy 
retorted, “Sir, ii your brother had sold 
fortresses, ‘he would not) have his heal 
where it is now, for | should have ordered 
it cut off.” | 

He dealt out harsh and wholesale penal- 
ties to all offenders, When some im- 
plored for Christian mercy, he gruffiy 
replied that if the miscreants were guilt- 
lexe and Christians, doubtless they would 
rocehvie Christian mercy in the world to 
come, “Never,” he added, “shall they 
mee! with anything from me exeept all 
severity and pimahment.” 

At vars parts le ampz 
by refusing presents from Argh, Hine, 
or Portuguese. Many men had come to 
India to make ther own fortunes, he ex- 
plained, but be hal come to tinke his 
king's fortune. 

He introduced a crude civil service s¥s- 
tem and personally examined the hand- 
writing of applicants for clerical posts, 
Ile capiaied 
seasemployees: He stopped the adultera- 
tion of spices with sand and grit. He 
licensed navigators; he abolished pay and 
rations which had been distrilmted among 
colonists tor no other reason than that 
they had married native women: he pres 
senhed a shore uniform for sailors, anc 
he vathered in many pieces of stolen 
artillery. Tn modern police parlance, he 

“cleaned up" India, 

Then he cast about fir a means of 
patrollme the rivers and shores, which 
were infested by the swift pirate craft 
of the Arabs. .A Genoa beat bonlder he 
brought along procised him, “Sir, 1 will 
build you brigantines which would catch 
it tHesquiba,”

Vasco ca Gama's death was not dra- 
matic, like that of Diaz, who was lost in 
n storm at sea, or like that of Almeida, 
who was slain by Hottentots. He suc- 
cumber, on Christmas Eve of 1524, at 
Cochin, to-an attack of boils on his neck. 

But Gama’s death, like Lincoln’s, was 
timed at the climax of his career, 

His first voyage marked ont the path 
to India, bis second pot fear into the 
hearts of the natives, his third exhiliterd 
a loyalty and honesty which were marvels 
of his time, 


A TOMA ANTI A ROEM 


(Had he gone back te Portugal he mgt 
have been tiecredited hy his enemtes, as 
was Alboquerjue., Instead, he was buried 
at Cochin, and when hes retutiris, some 
years later, were transferred to Portugal, 
ie was acclaimed a national hero. 

To-day his sopposed remains appropri- 
ately rest at Helem beside these of the 
wot Crmoens, in one of the workd’s most 
lmautiful tombs, the Conventa dos Teronv- 
mos, the Westminster Abbey of Portugal. 

It-is to be regretted that there is no 
first-hand narrative of (at's vovages, 
Neither Columbus nor Cook, however, 
hat a Camoens, such as the one-eyed 
soldier-poct who wrote the epic of Camas 
voyages, known as “The Lusiad” (see, 
also, text, page 5.31). 

Half of that latter-day Ilind was com- 
posed tt Macao, Portuguese Chinn, and 
tratition has it that Camoerns wie ship- 
wrecked on his way heme to Lishon anid 
hWHM ashore clutching some five or six 
dripping cantas,

They are miost picturesque, with a spoon- 
shaped prow and one tie, square sail, 
hellying in the wind like those used on 
the earliest type of Phyrenician craft.

Besides the wine carriers on the Inwer 
Dattro are gondolalike boats with prace ful 
lateen sails, an Inheritance from the 
Moors; and narrow boats, high in prow 
wid stern, tike the ancient Grecten galleys.

Lebanon, Himalayan deodars and Jap- 
atese cryptomeras, grow side by side, 

There ‘also are oranges, lemarns, and 
magnolias, rosemary, lavender, and myrtle 
in thease sweet-scented woods; 400 indige- 
nous varieties have been listed, besides the 
Many exotic trees and plants sent back Ty 
exploritt missionaries, ‘The Lusitaunian 
cypress, king of the forest, is said to have 
come originally from Mexico. 

When the monks were banished, nearly 
a century ago, the forest becaie the 
property of the State and ao royal summer 
jolace was erected teside the lnomble 
tonastery. On the downfall of the 
monarchy this palace became a betel. 

The builders copied the style of archi- 
tecture knuwn as Maneeline, conceived 
it the days of Portugal's glory and named 
in honor of King Manoel the Fortunate, 
in whose rein the Portuguese colores 
in the Far East were woh and untold 
riches: brought back to the motherland.

The effect from a distance is of lace- 
work; but on closer scrutiny the story of 
Portuguese navigation is unfolded in 
Saraccote arches, Asian temples, laden 
elephants; in enormous cables, kantted 
cords, and dolphins of the sea; in the 
Maltese cross af the Order of Christ 
which. sponsored those early voyages. 

A song in stone of Fortugal's great- 
ness, this Manocline architecture ts seen 
at its best farther south, in maguificent 
churches and monasteries built centuries 
ago. Distinctly a national development, 
its counterpart is found nowhere else on 
earth, 

A svivan. path leads up the Via Sacra 
of the barefoot Carmelites to chapels anil 
hermitages, half hidden among the trees, 
and on to the heights where a magnifi- 
rent pono i6 unfolded. 

The geographical reason why Portugal 
has such luxuriant flora just at this 
latitude, while Spain i arid, comes home 
when one looks from the verdure all 
about to the distant frontier mountains. 
The momture-laden winds from the 
Atlantic, meeting this chilly barrier, are 
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forced back to the west and fall in tor- 
rential rains. ‘These high mountains and 
the broad rivers north and south, which 
form the boundary between the twa 
fberian countries, have served’ to keep 
them sepanrited politically for the greater 
period of ther history, 

Just outside the Bussaco forest wall is 
the famorts “Iron Ridge,” where, Sep- 
Iriiber 27, 1810, Wellington wen his 
reat victory aver Massena, 

A monument marks the battle’s site. 
The night after tis victory Wellington

Cottnbra, the classic city of Portugal. 
omce the capital, for centuries the seat of: 
learning, is built on a hill beside the 
Mondego River. This is the only one 
of five important streams of Tortugal 
whose source lies within the country. 
The other four are Spanish-born rivers 
flowing to the Atlantic, navigable only 
mn Portugal, Tree and grass herdered, 
slow-moving, lovely bevond words, is the 
Mandego, bort up among the Mountains 

of the Stars. 

Coimbra disputes with Braga the third 
place of importance among Portuguese 
cities. Generation after generation, its. 
university has been the goal of all. in- 
tellectual young men of the Portuguese- 
‘waking work. The students wear a 
distinctive costume, black throughout, 
with a long, flowing cape, and they gr 
hareheaded. The purest Portuguese, it 
is said, is spoken in and around Coimbra 
(see, also, Color Plate IT), 

The immortal Camoens, who. wrote 
“The Lusiad,” epic poem of Portugal's 
freatness, was a stident here; was prol- 
tbly bor here, although this 7 is anproven. 

The Sé Vella, old Romanesque cathe- 
dral of Coimbra, hill fortress and temple 
combined, is probably the finest church 
in all Portugal.

mown, are no more beautiful. St. Gallen, 
the ‘Grisons, the Vorarlberg, the Lake of 
Constance, Mount Sentis, the wall of rock 
and snow behind Kagaz andl Chor, the 
softly sloping mountain mass whose for- 
ther face drops to the Wallensee like the 
lackeroind of a Norwegian tjord—there 
is scrners: enough wien it can be seen. 
To-day the atmosphere is as clear as the 
ringing. of a distant convert bell among 
the hills of Umbria. > 

Before the World War the Firstensteig 
was a well-protected path ‘bound to the 
barren rock by iron:tubing. It must have 
heen thoiling evéu then, Many of the 
iron harriers have since been swept away 
by storm and avalanche, 

Why, at an altitude of more than 6,000 
feet, at the head of a narrow, tremulous 
rock staircase, must one walk into a cow 
pasture, green with grass, past a sign ask- 
Ing one to close the gate, so that the cattle 
will not wander from paradise to mferno? 

Ten minutes downhill and np a shale 
slope hy zigeags so steep that one’s feet 
slip ant.one looks the length of Liechten- 
stein. The Samina Valley is on the left 
and the backbone of the commtry reaches 
aut toward the Falkiis, past the Siecn 
kurhows, which is our luncheon objective.

That delghtiul haven, apparently so near, 
is not reached for nearly two heuts, 

During my stay in Liechtenstein there 
wis tmch ram, bot even in dry seasons 
there is water and waterpower every- 
where. “Phe electric lights in our inn were 
never tured off, since one puys by the 
lamp rather than by the watt or hour, 

[ft Liechtenstein utihged all its water- 
power it woukd have toexport much of its 
eectrie current. Water pours down the 
face of the land im torrents; waterfalls 
nnd trickling streams interbwine, and one 
is seldom cut of hearing of their voices; 
lat T hardly expected to find deep hogs 
tong the hackhone of the lane. 

The hoofs of cattle have plowed) the 
hilltep ito deep pockets, and 1 soaked my 
shoes more along the mountain crest than 
[ had in the peat bogs of the low country. 
A herd testing on Liechtetistem's Pilitus, 
a mile in the air, with the landscape slop- 
me away in all directions, was ankle-deep 
ine mach. . 

Over the stable doors ate small wooden: 
plaques hearing the [. 1. S., superimposed 
on a cress, with which Christians have 
long been familiar, Each year a priest 
visits this onc other dairy reyions and 
puts up these “In Hoc Signe” plaques as 
a blessing on the herd, 

From the Hellwangspitee one hos a 
marvelous view along the upper Samina 
Valley. Halfway along on the left there 
is what appears to be an immense polo 
held, velvet-smooth and of purest green. 
Around it stand small huts. Just beyond 
this seemingly level expanse the Malhun 
dashes to jain the Samina at Stee.

On reaching Steg | tound the polo held 
4 mountainous place. “This level] lawn, as 
it seemed from the mountains above, 
mounted sharply from the mver and was 
full of emerald ravines. 

At the spot where the clear Malbun 
luirsts into the valley,.a tiny whitewashed 
chapel almost blocks the narrow exit. [or 
the next half mile this vale is charming in 
its combination of rock mass and water- 
fall, of small, green-velvet patches and 
dense woods. 

After a while one turns to the right and 
arrives at the Malbut rhaws, a huge 
chalet of brownish red isolated in a vast 
amphitheater which furnishes a splenilicl 
setting for winter sports. Beyond it is 

4 grassy saucer devoid of trees, but dotted 
with hay huts and stables. A short climb 
varies one ncress into Austria. It was 
after 3 o'clock, and ten miles of -ups and 
downs filled the zigzag route to Vaduz, 

On returning to Siicca, | found the cat- 
He comtg home along the halls to the 
music of soft-toned bells. These cows 

are from the Triesenberg or even from 
fie Rhine ‘Valley, but between June: and 
September are pastured in the Samina 
Valley and stabled at Bargella or Sticca. 

The milk is gent over the pass cach day, 
an hour aml a half to Triesenberg town 
ot even farther. Other cattle graze near 
Aelple, Gapfahl, and Valiina, but as it is 
too far to send the onlk over the ridge, 
utter and cheese are made there, While 
the cows have taken their appetites and 
chores over the pass, the Triesenberg folk 
tend their gardens ani cut the hay crop. 

The tactics of having covered the ground 
before now stood me m good stead. An 
insignificant chimb would bring me to the 
tunnel: thence the path lay downhill al- 
most all the way. $o it was with thot 
cheery feeling of somethin accomplished 
and a tannitar road that I rested at that 
homey place while ris shadows of the 
pines slid down the eastern slope. 

AC tirmy seramble along the marvelous 
trail to Gafiel stirred my Senses anew. 
Never do T remember so pure and clear a 
lieht. Seldom have I looked upon such 
eharentna scenes a8 those glimpsed from 
the path to Gafier. 

Not a touch of the hase which almost 
hid the Rhine had. reached the upper 
mountain slopes. The red-tiled roof of 
the memorial church at Galzers was merci- 
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fully veiled, but wpun the toountain huts 
and stables nearer at hound one could count 
the heavy stones which hold the thick 
shingles in place, 

MAKING HAY ON STERP Siores 

All about that steep landscape the peo- 
ple were still making hay. In seemingly 
aHccenE spots oxcarts and hand-drawn 

were piled high, and tn one place 
es laughing children came sliding down 
a steep slope ina hay nest which rapidly 
necrenased in size. 

At Gaflei ie of my fellows of the 
rough and rugged trail were drinking tall 
glasses of pe milk, In the dining room, 
plano and violin were harmonizing pleas- 

untly, and on one of the walls was a 
chyined tole of conduct for this often 
muny resort nearly a mile above sea level: 

Good bummcr's mot rare 
When the weather is fair, 


But, dent play dunce 
And lose tt in the rain." 


The clear evening light on the thenusitain 
side lured me by the carriage road to 
Masescha, one plateatt farther down from 
Gatei, and to Rothenboden,. whence a 
shart route runs to Triesenberg. As I 
entered the forest below the Vaduz castle 
and passed the giant beeches, some with 
finerary crosses, ink-black darkness set- 
tled suddenly, as it does when the after- 
elow dies behind the palm trees in Ceylon. 

That last evening was delightful A 
moter trick lond af men and women 
poured into the inn just after [ had dined, 
and far into the night they staved, a jolly 
party with a clear, untrained soprano and 
a booming bass standing out froma back- 
ground of song. 

When their big. truck roared its “Aut 
Wiedersehen” to Vaduz, 1 awoke and 
heard the singing die away down the 
moonlit strect. ‘They were “Seeing Nellte 
Home.” ‘Thus ended my day in warm- 
hearted Liechtenstein. Already 1 was a 
little homesick for the land I would not 
leave until the morrow. 

Perhaps Stevenson did sense the phi-
